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The New Clothes Ration Book 


1. The 1944-45 clothing book is bound inside the food book, 
and will, therefore, be issued by local Food Offices as was dune 
last year. As already announced by the Ministry of Food, 
distribution of the combined books will take place from 
22nd May onwards. 


2. The clothing book must not be kept inside the food book. 
On the front cover of the clothing book is the following instruc- 
tion which should be carefully observed: ‘‘ Detach this book 
at once and keep it safely—it is your only means of buying 
clothing.” There are also instructions on the front cover about 
how to detach the book: “* Hold pages I to VII in one hand and 
tear along this line.” All clothing books should be carefully 
examined by the persons receiving them, befure they leave the 
Food Office, and any missing coupon pages reported at once. 
It will not be possible to rectify any mistakes which are not 
reported before the person leaves the Food Oflice. 


3. The holder’s name, full postal address, and National Regis- 
tration number, must be written on the cover before the beok 
tan be used. This should be done when the clothing book is 
detached from the food book. 


4, After the clothing book has been detached and the name, 
iddress and National Registration number written on the cover, 
itshould be put away carefully in a safe place until it is to be 
wed. If the clothing book is lost, it may not be possible to 
replace it. 

5. All new clothing books are of the same general type as the 
current (1943-44) books. The book issued to adults contains 
three pages of coupons. The first page of clothing coupons, 
ie., page III, coloured brown, contains 18 coupons, two of which 
are in quarters ; the second page, i.e., page 1V, contains 10 dark 
green coupons, two of which are in quarters, and 8 light green 
coupons, the third page, t.e., page V, contains 4 tokens, A, B, 
0, E, and 24 other coupons. 


6. The coupon value of the tokens will not be announced until 
the size of the next clothes ration is fixed. 


7. The other coupons on page V are not clothing coupons, 
and cannot be used unless, and until, an announcement is made 
about them. 


8. The books issued to children up to eighteen years of age 
contain an extra page IIIa of brown clothing coupons. This 
sheet contains 10 coupons, which will be the supplement for all 

ildren up to eighteen years. There is also a token coupon 
marked “‘M ”’ and 4 spare coupons. The value of these, if they 
are to be used, will be decided when the size of the basic ration 
. a—_ 

9. The new books will not be valid until 1st August, and the public 
and traders are reminded that it is illegal to use or to deposit coupons 
before they become valid. 

All the clothing coupons in the 1942-43 and 1943-44 books 
will remain valid after the new book has come into use, and 
until further notice. There is no present intention of terminating 
the currency of any clothing coupons, but in any event at least 
&month’s warning would be given before such termination. 

The prohibition of the supply of rationed goods against 1944-45 
ththing coupons is contained in the Consumer Rationing (Amend- 
ment) (No. 6) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 549, price 1d.).

Woven Non-Wool Cloth (No. 7) Directions 


The Woven Non-Wool Cloth (Manufacture and Supply 
(No. 7) Directions, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 487, price 2d.) 
which take effect on 22nd May 1944, have been issued to supple- 
ment the Woven Non-Wool Cloth (No. 6) Directions, 1943 (see 
Board of Trade Journal, 6th November 1943, p. 417). 

‘Lhe new Directions amend the specifications of some of the 
utility cloths included in Part I of the Schedule to the No. 6 
Directions. In some cases the ceiling prices of cloths have been 
altered. A few new cloths have been added, notably a drill 
shirting, two cellular fabrics and a long staple spun rayon dress 
fabric. 


Apparel and Textiles Returns 


FUR APPAREL 
The Order dated 2]st December 1943 (see Board of Trade 
Journal, 1st January 1944, page 1), made by the Board of Trade 


‘under Regulation 55aa of the Defence (General) Regulations, 


1939, requires manufacturers of fur apparel who were registered 
persons at any time during the period Ist November 1943 to 
30th April 1944 to furnish a return on form FUK/4 to the Chief 
Accountant, Board of Trade (‘Textiles Section), North Gate, 
Prince Albert Road, N.W.8, before 15th June 1944. A copy of 
the form has been sent to each registered person concerned, but 
any such person who has not yet received a copy should apply 
for one to the Chief Accountant at the address given above. 


Dyed and Reconditioned Battledress 


The Board of Trade announce that limited supplies of battle- 
dress uniforms which have been thoroughly cleaned and recon- 
ditioned, and dyed green, are now to be made available to the 
general public at 21s. and 6 coupons a suit. (Blouse and trousers 
are not sold separately.) These garments have hitherto been 
reserved mainly for agricultural workers, but may now be sold 
without restriction. 

Retailers who wish to obtain supplies of these battledress 
uniforms should order them from wholesale traders in second hand 
clothing whose names are entered in the Register of Wholesalers 
of Secondhand and Salvaged Clothing (price ld.). As it is un- 
likely that, for the present at least, battledress suits will be 
stocked by a very large number of shops since the quantities 
available are not large, workers who want these garments 
should ask a local retailer to order supplies on their behalf. The 
bulk of the battledress uniforms will be in small sizes. Most of 
the larger sizes will be in any cases directed to rural areas. 


Amendment of Weight Factor for Rubber 
Composition Soles 


The weight conversion factors for rubber composition soles cut 
from sheeting has been amended. In future when authority is 
given for such sheeting to be cut into soles, the conversion factors 
of 6 Ibs. per dozen pairs for men, and 44 lbs. per dozen pairs for 
women should be used. Therefore the same weight factor should

be applied to moulded rubber half soles and to soles cut from 
sheeting. The conversion factor for top pieces cut from 12 iron 
sheeting will be 2 lbs. per dozen pairs for both men’s and women’s 
sizes. The conversion factor for children’s cut soles remains at 
34 Ibs. per dozen pairs. 


The Limitation of Supplies 
(Miscellaneous) (No. 22) Order, 1944 


CUTLERY, SPOONS AND FORKS 


The Board of Trade have issued a General Licence (S. R. & O. 
1944 No. 545, price ld.) which permits persons registered in 
Class 9c to supply cutlery, spoons and forks outside quota to 
education authorities, educational institutions and youth service 
organisations whose orders are accompanied by a certificate 
signed by the appropriate responsible authority, which is, in 
England, one of H.M. Inspectors of Schools; in Scotland, a 
person authorised by the Secretary of State, and in Northern 
Ireland a person authorised by the Ministry of Education. The 
arrangements for this new class of privileged consumers are the 
same as those for the existing classes covered by General Licence, 
S. R. & O. 1943 No. 130 as amended by S. R. & O. 1943 No. 417. 
Unregistered persons who supply Class 9c goods to them may 
obtain replacement by endorsing and passing back to their 
registered suppliers the certificate which accompanied the order. 

Quota-free supplies of Class 9c goods may no longer be made 
to or for units of His Majesty’s Forces. 


Laundry Charges 


The Board of Trade, in consultation with the Central Price 
Regulation Committee, have made the Services Laundry (Maxi- 
mum Charges) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 527, price 3d.) 
which comes into operation on 22nd May and replaces Services 
Laundry (Maximum Charges) Order, 1943 (see Board of Trade 


Journal, 16th January 1943, page 21) as amended by the No. 2 


Order (see Board of Trade Journal, 3rd April 1943, page 127), 
controlling Services’ laundry charges in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. 

The main amendments in the new Order are as follows :— 

(a) The fixing of maximum charges in accordance with the 
number of articles sent for laundering in each bundle, instead of, 
as previously, at a fixed rate for a standard bundle. 

(6) A new schedule of maximum charges, covering store items 
of the United States Navy, Army and Air Force, U.S. Hospital 
Depots, U.S. Red Cross Hostels and Service Clubs, has been 
added. 

(c) Many of the charges in the schedules in previous Orders 
have been revised in the light of a recent investigation into 
costings. 

(d) Previously the charges for laundering coloured blankets 
did not apply to the counties of Orkney, Shetland, Caithness, 
Inverness, Sutherland, Ross and Cromarty, Nairn, Moray, Banff 
and the town of Huntly. All the charges in the schedules now 
apply to all parts of the country. 

(e) In Great Britain all the charges in the schedules are now 
subject to an increase of 44 per cent., but in Northern Ireland 
the maximum charges are those laid down in the schedules 
without the percentage addition. 


Hire Purchase Agreements for Furniture 


Difficulties have arisen following upon the opinion (published 
in Board of Trade Journal, 11th March 1944, page 90) regarding 
the service charge of 20 per cent. in cases where there is delay 
in delivery of furniture comprised in a hire purchase agreement. 

The Board of Trade wish to state that the whole problem is 
being reconsidered and appropriate provisions covering such 
cases will be included in the new Furniture Order which is now in 
course of preparation.

ADDITIONS TO “ BLACK LIST” 


The Board of Trade announce that they have made the 
Trading with the Enemy (Specified Persons) (Amendment) 
(No. 6) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 546, price 2d.) which 
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came into force on 15th May, containing changes in the “ Black 
List’ of traders abroad with whom it is unlawful to have 
dealings of any kind. Persons owing moneys to, or holding or 
managing the property of specified persons are reminded that 
they are under statutory obligation to report particulars to the 
Custodians of Enemy Property. 


Purchase Tax 


LIABILITY DECISIONS 

With reference to the arrangements under which certain 
surgical goods may be supplied free of Purchase Tax to the 
order of a qualified medical practitioner by reference to the needs 
of a particular patient (see paragraph 9 on page 6 of Notice 
No. 78) it has been decided that, provided they are covered by such 
an order, colostomy belts may be supplied free of tax whether or 
not they are fitted with (or have provision for) surgical pads, 
cups, chutes, discs or plates. 

It has also been decided that the words “‘ with provision for ” 
in the paragraph referred to will, in future, cover cups, chutes, 
discs and plates, but not pads. 

The effect of these decisions is to amend the second item in 
sub-paragraph (c) of the paragraph to read :— 

“ Belts designed solely for use in cases of sacro-iliac disease 
and colostomy. 

“ Abdominal] belts fitted with surgical pads, or fitted with or 
with provision for surgical cups, chutes, discs or plates, specially 
designed for use in cases of hernia, enteroptosis, or movable or 
floating kidney, or for post-operative wear.” 


Cuba 


REGISTRATION OF COMMISSION AGENTS 


H.M. Consul-General at Havana has reported the issue of 
Decree No. 775 of 15th February 1944, published in “ Diario 
Oficial’ of 28th March, empowering the Cuban Ministry of 
Commerce to compile a National Registry of commission agents 
engaged in foreign trade in Cuba. 

Henceforth, apart from all resident agents, foreigners who 
may visit Cuba for the purpose of selling goods on behalf of third 
parties whom they represent, must register. Registration will 
be gratis and a certificate of inscription and identification will 
be issued by the Ministry of Commerce. 


Argentina 


IMPORT REGULATIONS: MOTOR CARS 


The Minister (Commercial) to H.M. Embassy at Buenos Aires 
has forwarded a translation of Decree No. 43 of 5th February 
1944 which stipulates the conditions under which unassembled 
motor cars must be imported into Argentina in order to benefit 
from the 30 per cent. reduction in customs duties provided for in 
Note 1 to Section V of the Customs Tariff.

British Standard Specifications 


STEEL PINS 


A revision of the above specification (5/S.P. 4) has been issued 
by the British Standards Institution in order to provide for 
steel pins which are manufactured by the cold-headed process in 
addition to steel pins which are produced from the bar. The 
revised specification falls into three parts. The first includes 
the clauses which are general to both methods of manufacture, 
the second deals with the material and manufacture of pins 
which are machined from the bar, and the third part specifies 
the material and manufacture of pins which are reproduced 
from the cold-heading process. Detailed dimensions of the pins 
produced by both methods are given in two tables.

PROTECTIVE PAINTING OF IRON AND STEEL 
OTHER THAN BUILDINGS 


With a view to effecting economy in the use of paint materials, 
the British Standards Institution issued in 1943 B.S. 1056, the 
Use of Paint in Buildings. This publication indicated the 
extent to which painting should be carried out at the present 
time. There are a number of uses for paint, other than in 
buildings, and a further specification has now been issned dealing 
with the painting of iron and steel, such as static water tanks, 
mechanical plant, electric pylons, steel chimneys, gas holders, 
railway bridges, gantrys, cranes, etc. 

The specification recommends that re-painting should only be 
carried out where the existing paint film has lost its weathering 
properties and then only to the extent of repainting the particular 
area affected. 

A schedule is given indicating the number of coats and the 
type of material that can be used for varying conditions of 
exposure. Emphasis is laid on the desirability of using, where 
appropriate, home-produced materials, e.g., treated tar and tar 
paint instead of imported material.

WROUGHT STEELS 


An amendment slip has recently been issued to B.S. 970 which 
incorporates modifications to Steels EN 24, EN 33, EN 34 and 
EN 110. 

The alteration to EN 24 relates to the deletion of the note 
permitting the omission of molybdenum and t!e addition of a 
footnote to the effect that the relaxation of the Izod test does not 
apply to material under condition Z. 

The alteration to EN 33 relates to the heat treatment to be 
given to the test pieces. 

The alteration to EN 34 modifies the chemical composition, 
whilst the alteration to EN 110 relates to mechanical properties. 
In view of the alteration to EN 110 it has been necessary to amend 
the requirements in the sanctions in B.S. 9708 and this amend- 
ment is issued as P.D. 228.

United Kingdom—Egypt 


EXTENSION OF PROVISIONAL COMMERCIAL 
AGREEMENT 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
Board of Trade Journal, 1st May 1943 (page 169) the Board of 
Trade are informed that the Provisional Commercial Agreement 
between the United Kingdom and Egypt, providing for the 
mutual accord of most-favoured-nation treatment for goods, 
which was due to expire on 16th February last, is to remain in 
force for a further period of one year until 16th February 1945, 
by virtue of an Exchange of Notes dated 16th January 1944, 
and 29th February 1944, unless previously replaced by a treaty 
regulating definitely the commercial relations between the two 
countries.

EXTENSION OF PROVISIONAL COMMERCIAL 
AGREEMENT 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
Board of Trade Journal of 22nd May 1943 (page 196), the Board 
of Trade are informed that the Provisional Commercial Agree- 
ment between Eire and Egypt, providing for the mutual accord

United States of America 


EXCISE TAX ON COAL 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
Board of Trade Journal, 10th July 1943, page 262 and previous 
notices, a United States Treasury Decision (‘T.D. 51021) pub. 
lished on 16th March 1944, contains information that coal, 
coke made from coal, and coal or coke briquets imported from 
Canada, Brazil, Mexico, the United Kingdom and the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics and entered for consumption or 
withdrawn from warehouse for consumption during the calendar 
year 1944 will be exempt from the tax of 10 cents per hundred 
pounds prescribed in the Internal Revenue Code, Section 3423. 


INVOICES FOR WOOL PRODUCTS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in Board 
of Trade Journal, 29th May 1941, page 355, the Board of Trade 
have received a copy of a United States Treasury Decision 
T.D. 51019 dated 10th March 1944, which amends the require. 
ment that the name of the manufacturer of the wool product 
must be shown on the invoice by exempting therefrom mixed 
wastes, residues and similar merchandise obtained from several 
suppliers or unknown sources. 


Trade and Industry 


Argentina 


WOOL EXPORTS 


The Minister of Agriculture has announced that wool exports 
from Ist October 1943 (the beginning of the wool season) up to 
3lst January 1944, totalled 42,024 metric tons, compared with 
27,163 tons in the like period of the previous season. Commercial 
stocks of wool in Argentina on Ist February 1944 were 115,14 
tons (including 94,731 tons of greasy wool) while stocks at the 
end of March at the central market amounted to 16,137 tons, 
compared with 9,977 tons a year earlier. 


AGRICULTURAL OUTLOOK 


Rain has fallen in varying quantities over the greater part of 
the grain-growing zone, benefiting pasture and the growing of 
maize. Maize picking has begun in the north of the grain belt. 
This year’s maize harvest in Argentina is expected to be con- 
siderably above normal, except in the extreme north. In the 
north of Buenos Aires Province and the south of Santa Fé and 
Cordoba there is promise of a record maize yield. Ploughing has 
begun for next season’s wheat. 

Brazilis stilla regular buyer of Argentine wheat, while Portugal 
has purchased further substantial amounts. Early in March it 
was reported that about 30,000 tons of linseed had been sold 
by the Regulating Board of Agricultural Produce, believed to 
be for the United States, while important sales have also been 
reported to the United Kingdom. 


Brazil 


PRODUCTION OF ARSENIC 


Brazil’s output of arsenic for the first half of 1943 amounted 
to 477,468 kilos valued at Cr. $2,511,000, the bulk (81 per cent.) 
of which was produced in the St. John d’el Rey mine. Consump- 
tion of arsenic amounts to about 2,000 tons per annum, of which 
only 40 per cent. is supplied from national sources, the bulk of 
consumption being in connection with the manufacture of in- 
secticides and glass. Before the war Belgium, the United States, 
Japan and Germany were the chief suppliers of arsenic to Brazil, 
but supplies are now available only in restricted quantities from 
the United States and Great Britain. 


COFFEE AND COTTON 


Coffee exports for the first eight months of the current season 
aggregated 8,072,000 bags of 60 kilos compared with 4,044,000 
bags in the like period of 1942-43 and during the first five 
months (October to February) of the 1943-44 quota year undef 
the Pan-American Agreement were 4,077,000 bags as against 
2,786,000 bags in 1942-43. 
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According to official statistics, exports of raw cotton from 
Brazil for January-November 1943 were recorded as 59,898 
metric tons, valued at Cr. $318,373,000, destined mainly as 
follows :—Great Britain, 19,915 tons; Spain, 19,063 tons; 
Sweden, 12,456 tons; Colombia, 8,060 tons; Ecuador, 204 tons ; 
and Bolivia 199 tons. 


British India 
CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for the weeks 
ended on the dates given :— 

Madras, 22nd April. The sowing of paddy and dry crops is 
proceeding. Crops are fair. 

Bihar, May. Crops are fair and the threshing of Saradh paddy 
and the harvesting of Dalua paddy is going on. Sugarcane is 
thriving. 

Punjab, lst May. Crops are unchanged. 

Assam, lst May. Crop prospects are fair to good. 

Centrals. Ist, 28th April. The threshing of rabi is pro- 
gressing. 

Bengal, 3rd May. The sowing of jute and other autumn crops 
is going on. Crops are favourable except in Dacca where Boro 
paddy is damaged. 


Canada 
MEAT CONSUMPTION 


According to The Guaranty Survey published monthly by 
Guaranty Trust Company of New York, consumption of beef 
was unusually large in 1943, with deliveries of hogs for supplying 
domestic markets restricted during the greater part of the year. 
Cattle slaughter in the last quarter of 1943 failed to reach the 
expected seasonal level, partly because of the transportation 
priority effective for hogs and the resultant glut of these animals 
at packing plants. As was expected, accordingly, cattle slaughter 
in 1944 has been substantially increased. Hog marketings have 
reached record levels and probably will remain about normal 
through June; but a decline in later months is expected. Sub- 
sidies in the form of premiums paid for quality hogs at inspected 
plants, which were introduced in January, are to continue for 
six months after the end of the war in Europe. These payments 
are intended to encourage deliveries at the packing establish- 
ments from which export supplies are purchased and the induce- 
ment to maintain high quality of the animals offered may 
become an important factor in the retention of post-war markets 
abroad. 


PULP, PAPER AND TIMBER 


Canada manufactures about 35 per cent. of the world’s supply 
of newsprint and exports more than all other countries combined 
states the Royal Bank of Canada, Montreal. The pulp and 
paper industry has headed the list in net value of production 
since 1920 and in wage and salary distribution since 1922, 
replacing the sawmills in both cases. It was first in gross 
value of production from 1925 until 1935. In 1939 the industry 
occupied first place among all manufacturing industries in 
Canada in amount of capital employed and amount of salaries 
and wages paid. In numbers of employees and gross value of 
products it stood second to the sawmilling industry and the 
base metal smelting and refining industry. Final comparisons 
for 1941 are not yet available, but it is known that in that year 
the industry exceeded all previous levels in both volume and 
value of production, responding to user demands and in 1941 
the exports were twice as much as in 1939, while employment 
reached a new peak at 160,000. Preliminary reports for 1942 
told of still higher records in gross value of products, amount 
spent on materials and supplies, persons employed, wages paid 
and fuel consumed. In 1942 Canada’s newsprint production was 
more than three times that of the United States, which was a 
few years ago the world’s chief producer. 

Through the processes of foreign trade many thousands of 
tons of pulp and paper shipped across the southern border 
reappeared in Canada in the form of training aircraft, guns, 
tanks and other war supplies which could not at that time be 
manufactured in Canada. 

Manufacture of sawn lumber is the second most important 
industry, depending on the forest for its raw materials. Immedi- 
ately after the outbreak of war the number of mills for processing 
of wood jumped 700 to 4,675 and employment amounted to 
40,000 man-years on a capital investment of 92 million dollars, 
with salaries and wages of 34 million dols. and net production 
amounting to 62 million dols. Then, in 1941, the production of 
sawn lumber reached a new high peak. The value was 129 
million dols., using 45,000 man-years with a payroll of 41} 
million dols. The season during which the payroll is distributed 
is even more important than the amount. In British Columbia 
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the operations are fairly constant throughout the year, but east 
of the Rockies work in the woods is offered at a time of year 
when employment in other industries is at the lowest ebb. 
The steadying effect of this industry on the employment situa- 
tion, and the fact that it provides a source of income to farmers 
during the winter months are significant factors in Dominion 
economy. 

At the outbreak of war the lumber industry was experiencing 
a period of seasonable activity. Overnight, following the 
“blitz” on Norway, Canada became the principal, almost the 
sole, source of supply for Great Britain. Concurrently with the 
overseas peak requirements the demand in Canada for con- 
struction of establishments for the armed forces, taxed the 
construction industry and the suppliers of material. More than 
5,000 buildings were erected in 1940 alone, using 430 million 
board feet of lumber besides shingles, flooring and millwood. 

If comment hitherto has been confined to the more spectacular 
contributions of the three big industries—logging, sawing and 
pulp and paper—this is not at all to disparage the woodlot. 
One-third of all the wood cut in Canada in a year comes from 
farm woodlots, most of it for fuel, but some for pulp. The lumber 
industry has usually moved out ahead of agriculture, except on 
the Prairies, but now the farmer is finding it advisable to restore 
a portion of his holding to the raising of timber. In fact, the 
woodlot is an inseparable part of the progressive farm.

From the foregoing table it will be seen that, although Peru’s 
foreign trade continues to be maintained at a high level, it is 
more evenly balanced than in most South American countries, 
so that internal currency problems have been avoided. The 
aggregate turnover of Peru’s foreign trade in 1943 was the highest 
recorded in the country’s history. Compared with the year 
1942, the total volume of imports for the whole of 1943 decreased 
by about 2 per cent. but the corresponding value increased by 
over 32 per cent. The volume and value of exports were lower 
by approximately 1 per cent. and 7 per cent. respectively, 
attributable principally to lack of shipping space, so that the 
recorded favourable balance of foreign trade was considerably 
lower.

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COMPANY MEETING

The Fifty-Fifth General Meeting of the Brush Electrical Engi- 
neering Company, Ltd., was held on 16th May at the registered 
office, Falcon Works, Loughborough, Sir Ronald W. Matthews (the 
chairman) presiding. 

The Chairman said: Gentlemen,—As the report and accounts 
have been circulated to you, I will, with your consent, take them as 
read. 

Though the energies of all connected with the company are being 
increasingly directed to making the maximum contribution to the 
winning of the war, you may rest assured that your directors are 
not unmindful of their responsibilities in regard to the development 
of the country’s trade when the world is once more at peace. I am 
certainly no pessimist as regards the future of Britain in general 
and of this company in particular—but equally I regard with sus- 
picion and apprehension the views of those super-optimists who look 
forward to orgies of unlimited spending without any very clear idea 
of where the money is coming from. These are the people who 
blissfully believe, or appear to believe, that the State is in possession 
of some unlimited fund which it can draw on ad lib. for the carrying 
out of any schemes which seem desirable to the Government of the 
day. There is, I need hardly remind you, no such fund, and the 
expenditure of the State can be met only by taxation or by borrowing. 
The great bulk of revenue comes from the taxation of industrial 
profits, and it is consequentially essential, if we are to do all the 
things we want to do as a nation after the war, that industry should 
be freed as soon as is reasonably possible from all hampering restric- 
tions and controls, and that initiative, enterprise and adventure 
should be given full scope. 

I cannot conclude my remarks without expressing what I know is 
in the minds of our shareholders—our grateful thanks to our 
managing director, Mr. Good, and his colleagues for their admirable 
work during the twelve months under review.

Last year I drew your attention to the strong position disclosed by 
the consolidated balance-sheet, when I pointed out that the surplus 
of current assets over current liabilities amounted to £680,259. This 
year the excess is no less than £709,123, while the figure for fixed 
assets, after applying against it the whole of the reserves, is only 
£417,853. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted, and the 
dividends and other appropriations as recommended were approved.
